Here at last, after the centuries of 


striving of civilization, is a world as- 
semblage of the representatives of 
governments gathered not amid the 
sounds of cianging armor, but in an 
atmosphere steadily developing to do 
away with war

we are told in one of the dispatches 
"remarked on what is known as 'the 
Geneva 
atmospheie. 
A 
modest 


worker in the ranks of the League 
secietariat described it recently as an 
atmosphere where chauvinism, ex- 
cessive nationalism and loud clamors 
for state rights are in bad form " 


After an existence of five years, the 


League is no longer troubled with 
having to defend itself against the 
earlier 
misrepresentation 
that 
it 


would be a superstate that would 
override the national independence 
of its members 
In practice, it has 


proved just the opposite of a super- 
state 
It has taken its place as a 


servant of the nations in the cause 
of humanity rather than as a ruler 
of them. 
It is coming more and 


more to be recognized in its true light 
as the international agency of the 
nations to reduce the burden of 
armament and prevent war.
